Toll Exemption Clause. 


Leaders A wait the Order 
From the President.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—How to 
dispose of the Panama Canal tolls 
question wag the subject uppermost in 
discussion today about the Capito! 
when the attitude of President Wil- 
son, outlined last night to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, become 
public. 
The President's position was u 
serted to be that the provision of the 
Panama Canal Act Franting toll ex- 
emption to American coastwise vessels 
is in violation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, which proclaims that the ca- 
nal shall be free and open to the ves- 
sels ot commerce and war of all na- 
tions on terms of entire equality,” 
and that “charges of traffic should be 
just and equitable.” 

Before definite action was taken in 
Congress, it was said tonight by ad- 
ministration leaders, a public state- 
ment from the President will be 
awaited. President Wilson himself, 
after the night conference with the 
Senators, said he would proclaim his 
views “at a future time.“ 


CONGRESSIONAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Three courses are open to Congress 
in the subject. 

Great Britain, which has persistent- 
ly opposed the toll exemption for 
American ships, has offered to arbi- 
rate the question as to its being a 
Violation of the _Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. The majority in Congress is 
believed to be opposed to this, main- 
taining that the United States should 
settle the issue for itself. Another 
course is to carry into effect the res- 
olution submitted by Representative 
Adamson, chairman of the Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee, 
which would suspend for two years the 
operation of the provision exempting 
American shiys from the payment of 
tolls. Should this be adopted, diplo- 
matic negotiations could continue in 
the meantime. The third proposal is 
that Congress repeal the free-toll pro- 
vision, recognizing that it is in viola- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
Some Democratic Senators who voted 
for free tolls now are ready to vote 
for the repeal. | 

Representative Adamson said to- 
day his committee undoubtedly would 
report the free tolls suspension bill to 
the House favorably, but that this ac- 
tion would be held up pending word 
from President Wilson. Adamson ex- 
pressed confidence that the House 
would pass the resolution. 

Democrats on the Interoceanic Ca- 
nal Committee who favored and voted 
for free tolls to American coastwise 
ships talked briefly on the new situa- 
tion. 

VIEWS OF SENATORS. 


Senator Chilton of West Virginia, 
who championed the exemption pro- 
vision, said he had come to the con- 
clusion that the canal act did not vio- 
late the treaty.— 

I have great respect for the opin- 
ions of the President.“ Senator Chil- 
ton said, “but I think I would have 
to hear stronger arguments than have 
yet been advanced before 1 could 
change my mind on the question.” 

Senator Walsh of Montana, also a 
member of the Canals Committee, 
said he had favored free tolls, but 
would be willing to listen to further 
arguments. Sanator Page of ver- 
mont, a Republican member of the 
committee, said he always had been 
opposed to the exemption of Amer- 
ican ships from the canal tolls, but 
expressed the belief that the majority 
ot the Canals Committee would take 
a firm stand to uphold the law as it 
stands. 

Diplomatie correspondence over 
the tolls question Which had been in 
progress since Great Britain lodged 
formal protest in July, 1912, virtually 
was suspended after Ambassador 
Bryce delivered a note last February, 
just before the expiration of the Taft 
administration, readserting the Brit- 
‘ish position. Then came the change 
of administration, and before resign- 
ing his post as British Ambassador to 
Washington, Mr. Bryce had a part- 
ing interview with President Wilson 
in which the subject of canal tolis 
was discussed. It was currently re- 
ported then that the Ambassador had 
procured from President Wliison some 
assurance he would use his best et- 
forts to secure a removal of the dis- 
crimination in favor of American ves- 
sels. 
THE ARTICLE IN DISPUTE. 

The dispute between the United 
States and Great Britain turns on the 
construction of Article III of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. which provides: 

“The canal shall be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of 
war of all nations observing these 
rules, of terms of entire equality, so 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any such nation or its citi- 
zens or subjects, in respect of the con- 
ditions or charges of traffic or other- 
wise. Such conditions and charges of 
traffic should be just and equitable.” 

The British contention has been 
that this clause of entire equality” 
was to be taken literally. But the 
Panama Canal Act, while providing 
equality of tolls on ocean-going traf- 
fic, exempted American coastwise 
vessels from the payment. Sir Ka- 
ward Grey, British Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, protested against the ex- 
emption as contrary to the language 
of the treaty.

AYS JUDGES 
RULE NATION. 


JUSTICE DECLARES THEY FORM 


AN OLIGARCHY. 


— — —— 


Clark of North Carolina Warns the 
Judiciary of the United States 
Against Overstepping Their Au- 
thority by Assuming the Right to 
Veto Any Act of Congress. 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Declaring 
that all the power of government, 
both Federal and State, lies at the 
feet of a “judicial oligarchy” com- 
posed of the lawyers of the United 
States, Chief Justice Walter Clark of 


the North Caroline Supreme Court, 
in addressing a meeting of the Peo- 
ple's Institute at Cooper Union to- 
night, warned his fellow - jurists 
throughout the country to take heed 
lest their power prove their own un- 
doing. 

Justice Clark's theme was “Govern- 
ment by Judges. In part he said: 

“In this country, as in all coun- 
tries, the control of the government 
is in the hands of the few. We have 
learned that the form of government 
amounts to little The real question 
is, ‘where does the control of gov- 
ernment reside 7’ 

“The overwhelming preponderance 
of the judiciary was unexpectedly cre- 
ated in 1803 by a decision of the Su- 
préme Court of the United States 
without a line in the Constitution to 
authorize—when that body assumed 
the right to veto any act of Congress 
they choose to hold unconstitutional. 

‘This doctrine was promptly seized 
upon as a boon by the special inter- 
ests and all who believed at heart in 
the government of the many for the 
benefit of the few. It practically has 
made the courts the dominant power 
In every State in the Union. When- 
ever any progressive statute has not 
been in accord with the economic 
views entertained by the courts, they 
have generally exercised their power 
to declare such statute unconstitu- 
tional bedause it was not ‘due process 
of law.“ 

In warning his brother-judges 
against overstepping their authority 
the speaker asserted that Mr. Justice 
Harlan has well said: “When the 
American people com to the conclu- 
sion that the judiciary of this land is 
usurping to itself the functions of the 
legislative department of the country, 
we will find trouble. Ninety millions 
of people—all sorts of people—are 
not going to submit to the usurpation 
by the judiciary of the functions of 
other departments of the government 
and the power on its part to declare 
what is the public policy of the United 
States.“

Panama Glad that Wilson 
Named Him Governor. 


Will Appoint Capt. Rodman

PANAMA, Jan. 27.—News of the 
signing today by President Wilson of 
an executive order establishing a per- 
manent government for the Canal 
Zone with Col. Goethals as Governor, 
reached here late today and brought 
with it a general feeling of relief. 


Col. Goethals expressed pleasure, 
when advised of the appointment, but 
declined to make comment in the 


absence of official notification. 


It is believed in official circles here 
that the plan submitted by Col. 
Goethals through the 
War has been followed. This would 
give the Governor control of all fea- 
tures of the administration, the more 
important officials being either navy 
or army offiters experienced in the 
work of the respective departments of 
which they will have charge. 

Col. Goethals is understood to hav 
selected Capt. Hugh Rodman of the 
navy as superintendent in charge of 
the operation and navigation of the 
canal, and Naval Constructor Daniel 
C. Nutting to be superintendent of all 
the construction shops at Balboa and 
elsewhere, succeeding Lieut.-Col. 
Tracey C. Dickson. 

Capt. Hugh Rodman was appointed 
today chairman of the Board of Lo- 
cal Inspectors to serve during the 
absence on leave of Lieut.-Col. Wil- 
Ham V. Judson, Engineer Corps, who 
ie on his way to the United States. 
Lieut.-Col. Judson, while on leave, Is 
expected to appear in Washington in 
connection with an investigation be- 
gun in 1913, when he left office as 
Engineer Commissioner of the District 
of Columbia.

CANAL, GOVERNMENT. 
WILSON SIGNS THE ORDER. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Organ- 

ization of a permanent government 
for the Panama Canal zone to super- 
sede the Isthmian Canal Commission 
on April 1, was authorized today by 
President Wilson, with the announce- 
ment that the nomination of Col. 
George W. Goethals to be first Gov- 
ernor of the Panama Canal would be 
sent to the Senate in a few days. 

Col. Goethals’s idea of a “one- 
man government is carried out in 
the executive order, which was made 
public by Secretary Garrison after 
today’s Cabinet meeting. The au- 
thority of the Governor is to be su- 
preme under the Secretary of War. 

Official notification of his selection 
was cabled to Col. Goethals at Pana- 
ma. Secretary Garrison said he was 
confident there would be no question 
about hig acceptance. The change in 
title will mean a loss of $5000 a year 
to the head of the zone, as the Gov- 
ernor’s salary will be $10,000, and he 
now receives $15,000 as chairman of 
the commission. 

Secretary Garrison announced it 
was resolved to receive the members 
of the commission with the exception 
of Col. Goethals into a new commis- 
sion to arrange for and cem@uct the 
ceremonies incidentally te Ge open- 
ing of the canal. Congrem will be 
asked to provide the necesmagy legis- 
lation. 

As today’s executive order met only 
terminates the existence of the Canal 
Commission on April 1, dut also the 
present organization of the working 
force in the zone, many of the army 
officers connected therewith will 
lose the increased pay which they 
have been receiving under the com- 
mission form of government. The 
order authorizes the designation of 
a number of such officers of the army 
as well as a few naval officers for 
duty in the various departments of 
the permanent canal government, but 
the act of Congress provides that 
they shall serve at their regular 
army and navy salaries. It has been 
assumed that some of the officers 
now on the isthmus would be ap- 
pointed to new positions created by 
the order.

Firing continued throughout the 
afternoon ahd it was evident hat the 
revolutionary movement, which began 
in the north and spread to some of 
the southern towns, had gained suf- 
ficient strength in the capital to 
threaten not only the power but the 
life of President Oreste. 

The new Congress, which met in 
extraordinary session yesterday, failed 
to take measures to check the revolu- 
tion. It had been conceded for a 
long time, however, that the position 
of the Executive was weak. Opposed to 
him were Senator Davilmar Theodore, 
in command of the rebel troops at 
Cape Haitien. and Gen. Beliard, both 
of whom have strong followings. 

It was the intention of Oreste to 
abdicate several days ago, but later 
he declined to do so, hoping vith the 
aid of Congress to prevent the over- 
throw of his administration. 

The arrival of the Montana and 
Vineta has relieved the situation here 
so far as foreign residents are con- 
cerned. The legations are now under 
guard.

NO FEEDING IN LINE FOR mon- 
SCHOOL. ENROLLMENT. 


The Board of Education took step 
last night to completely forestall any- 
thing like coffee and doughnuts and 
a line-up of applicants for admission 
to the several High Schools, upon the 
opening of the next term of school. 
The superintendent was instructed to 
devise some pla by which all will 
have an equal chance, without sub- 
mitting the weaker boys and girls to 
a test of endurance that they are 
unable to stand. It was suggested 
that a given number of places in 
each High School be assigned to each 
grammar school, and if the appli- 
cants outnumber the places, that a 
system of drawings be adopted in as- 
signing the pupils. It was decided, 
with a positive expression of opinion, 
that there shall be no rule of “first 
come, first to enter.“ 

At least one member of the Board 

Bducation expressed himself as 
surprised that there are “machine 
planos” in the public schools. They 
are called “player planes,“ but for 
short, are generally spoken of simply 
as “pianos,” as was the case last 

ht. Director Guinn was the man 
who expressed some surprise. 

The discussion arose over the 
recommendation of the supply com- 
mittee for the purchase of a 17350 
player plano for the Lincoln High 
School, and Mr. Guinn thought that 
it might be well to dispense with all 
the high-priced music talent and yun 
the system by machine. 


“We're getting our High Schools 
keyed up to the most extravagant 
Ideas,“ said Mrs. Craig. “We are giv- 


ing them things that they can never, 
never, have in their homes.” 

Scott expressed the opinion that 
“we're certainly raising up a lazy 
generation,” and through his motion 
the report was sent back to the com- 
mittee with instructions to report on 
cheaper instruments. 

It developed in the discussion that 
the machine pianos are used for vocal 
instruction in classical music, and 
Blight, one of the Supply Committee, 
said that when these recommenda- 
tions come from the Music Committee 
they invariably recommend the high- 
estpriced article in the market, while 
Bean expressed himself as opposed to 
having the mechanical devices under 
any consideration.

FOR CITY HALL. 


Newest Proposition to Be 
Submitted to Council. 


Moral Obligation of City, 
Declare Promoters. 


Early Opposition’ to Plan 
Develops in Chamber. 


Purchase of the Bullard Block, 
North Spring, Main, Court and Mar- 
ket streets, for temporary City Hall 
pu pending erection of a per- 
™anent structure on the Temple 
Block site, is the latest scheme. 

The proposition will be submitted 
by Councilman Betkouski to the Coun- 
cll as a committee of the whole next 
Tuesday afternoon in connection with 
‘the consideration of the general City 
Hall subject. 

Betkouski believes that the moral 
obligation that rests upon the city to 
use the Temple Block site for a per 
Manent City Hall should be respected 
and that, as a preliminary step, the 
Wee of the Bullard RBiock would be 
practicable—thus securing a larger 
site for the building that may be 
erected eventually, and providing 
quarters for city offices, while the first 
unit of the structure is in progres- 
sion on the Temple Block site. 

‘ The City Council will sit as a com- 
mittee of the whole at 2 o'clock next 
Wednesday afternoon to consider 
City Hall subject. Ostensibly, the 
hearing is to be on resolutions pre- 

. ented yesterday by the Civic Center 
Association, which asks for adherence 
to the expressed intention of the city 

«to use the Temple Block site for a new 
City Hall. 

But it is reasonably certain that the 
2 of this subject will also bring 
about discussion of the proposed re- 
moval of all city offices to the State 
Normal Schoo! bulldings when the city 
’ acquires on, and that the en- 
tire subject in its many phases may be 
discussed. 


OBJECTS TO PLAN. 

Miles Gregory, secretary of the Civie 
Center Association, appeared before 
the Council yesterday and presented 
the resolutions, asking for a fixed 
time for their consideration. Presi- 
dent Whiffen declared that he is not 
in favor of any move at present that 
would call for such outlay of city 
funds, and that he believes the Tem- 

le Block site is too small for such a 
uilding as the city should erect when 
it has the funds. 

Councilman Bryant said he could 
see no reason for selling the present 
City Hall site and using a smaller one, 
and Councilman Reed 1 that 
the City Hall Annex be torn down 
und the space be used for the erection 
of the first unit of a large office bulld- 
ing; that the outside departments be 
housed therein and later the additional 
units of the entire structure be erected 
on the present City Hall site. 

Gregory declared that if the City 
Hall property on Broadway is offered 
for sale he has assurances that a 
syndicate will be formed immediately 
to purchase it at a price of not less 
than $600,000, and at a New York 
syndicate is ready to lease a building 
erected thereon and extending through 
to Spring street for a long term of 
years for mercantile purposes. 

ADOPT RESOLUTION. 


At a meeting of the advisory board 
of the Civic Center Association, at 
which were present Marco H. Hell- 
man, O. M. Souden, J. M. Schneider, 
Frank M. Coulter, Marco R. New- 
mark, C. Wesley Roberts, F. W. 

Gregory, the 
following resolution, transmitted to the 
Council yesterday, was adopted:

- LITIGATION IN WANT. 


ER slen@er property resburces 
practically exhausted and her 

position at her trade as an em- 
balmer gone, Mies Elizabeth Thomp- 
son said yesterday that she had been 
compelled to seek work as a house- 
hold drudge to eke out a scanty liv- 
ing. Now, she says, even this work 
is denied her and she has been out of 
work so much that she is facing des- 
titution—for all of which the church 
is in nowise responsible, having pa- 
tlently borne with her eccentricities 
for many years. 

Miss Thompson was employed by 
Pierce Brothers, she says, for six 
years, and has been a member of the 
First Methodist Church since 1902. 
She was arrested for repeatedly dis- 
turbing. the public services in e 
church about 4 year ago and charges 
of insanity were filed against her. A 
jury declared her sane, after which 
she brought suit for $50,000 against 
the pastor of the church and several 
of the leading members, The com- 
plaint was decided against her on de- 
murrer recently, and yesterday she 
filed, through her attorneys, an 
amended complaint. 

She is dejected and discouraged 
because she has no means nor work, 
but says she must continue to persist 


in her position, that she has been 
wronged and that she is and has 

mn sane and innocent of any cause 
Of\ofiense. When the trouble began 
she had some property of no great 
value. This has been mortgaged and 
tied up to secure means to carry on 
her litigation and she now has, she 
says, neither property nor work nor 
adequate clothing. 

She says she has been willing to do 
any kind of respectable work and has. 
secured a great many positions. Her 
dismiseal from some of these posi- 
tions she believes has been owing to 
the unfriendly attitude of her former 
church acquaintances.

te HOLD HEARING 
ON HARBOR WORK. 


COMPDAINTS OF CONTRACTORS 
WILL BE LISTENED TO. 


City Council Committee Will Take 
Up Charges Preferred Against 
Board of Works by Three Con- 
cerns—Bids for Doors Main Point 
of the Controversy. 


The Harbor Committee of the City 
Council will have a public hearing 
tomorrow at 11 a.m. on the charges 
preferred against the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and the Harbor Commis- 
sion by three contracting concerns. 
The allegations are that the city has 
discriminated against certain bid- 
ders in awarding contracts for ma- 
teriale to be used in construction 
work at Los Angeles harbor. 

Those .who filed complaints are the 
Raldwin and Sweetser Company, the 
United States Metal Products Com- 
pany and the Paraffine Paint Com- 
pany. The main controversy hinges 
about the advertisement for bids for 
doors for the transit sheds on Munic- 
ipal Wharf No. 1, and the specifica- 
tions under which bidding was al- 
lowed. 

The agents for the Kenear door al- 
lege that they were shut out from 
bidding on the doors because of the 
wording of the specifications, and 
that such specifications favored the 
use of the Ogden type of door. The 
Metal Products Company does not 
like it because after it had sub- 
mitted its bid, it was rejected and 
the city proposes to put the doors in 
on its own account. 

The City Engineer advises that a 
saving of about $10,000 can be thus 
effected. He also declares that un- 
der the specifications for bids the 
agents for other types of doors than 
the Ogden door could have submitted 


offers. 
Speaking of the grievance of the 
contractors, K. R. Baldwin, of the 


Raldwin & Sweetser Company, said

“Some months ab? the assistant 


harbor engineer admitted he had 
completed plans and specifications 
which would require the steel rolling 
type of door for the permanent 1800. 
foot shed. Upon the engineer pre- 
senting these for approval, orders 
were issued to change the design of 
the steel work to admit of the use of 
but one type, upon which there could 
be no competition as between the va- 
rioug door manufacturers. The engi- 
neer was also instructed to include 
the major portion of the door frames, 
guides, etc., in the plans and specifi- 
cations covering the general steel 
construction of the shed, to the end 
that the actual cost of the doors to 
the city could never be accurately de- 
termined. 

“If competition was intended to be 
fair to all prospective bidders on 
harbor development, why did those 
in charge advertise for separate bids 
on shed doors when the major por- 
tion of the door which they favored 
had already been included in and 
made a portion of the specifications 
and plans covering the general steel 
work of the shed? * 

“Tf general efficiency of construc- 
tion was really desired, why were the 
plans and specifications covering the 
door requirements so drawn as to 
bar out bids on the best-known and 
most commonly used types of ware- 
house doors? : 

“Tite design of the shed as pre- 
pared for the favored type of door 
prohibits the economical attachment 
of a eteel rolling door (or any other 
type of door, except the favored 
type,) without necessitating a num 
ber of changes to be made by the 
successful door bidder. 

“The Harbor Commissioners, while 
without authority to dictate the gen- 
eral, or specific design of the sheds, 
piers, etc., nevertheless took it upon 
themselves to communicate with har- 
bor and other officials at various 
porte on the Coast with reference to 
the door and other questions, recetv- 
ing information generally favorable 
to the steel rolling type of door, and, 
incidentally, unfavorable to many 
other details of the general design of 
ovr harbor construction.” 

If the different shipping interests 
of the Pacific Coast were consulted 
as to their requirements, and these 
requirements were furnished as they 
ate in other coast ports, Baldwin 
added, there would be no doubt that 
shipping facilities would be better

This, | consider, a remarkably good 
showing. 

Touching the other angle of this 
problem is the saloon, the wholesale 
liquor house, and the cafe and res- 
taurant possessing a first or second- 
class liquor license, nal ob- 
servations and the reading of reports 
received daily in my office show me 
that the persons possessing liquor 
licenses value them too highly to take 
a chance in violating any of our laws 
and ordinances. The larger saloons 
along Main street employ floormen to 
watch for minors, and to keep the 
peace. This, too, is true of those 
cafes possessing liquor licenses. This | 
precaution, taken voluntarily by the 
saloon and cafe proprietors, has oper- 
ated to make these places less objec- 
tionable, and has been of incalculable 
assistance to the lice. 

The saloons aid cafes are being 
conducted in such a quiet, orderly 
manner as to win the commendation 
of every visiting police official. They 
declare this to be the best regulated 
and cleanest,saloon city in the United 
States. Before dropping this liquor 
question I want to state that there 
are fewer “blind pigs’’ now than for- 
merly, and that gambling has been 
almost eradicated. These two evils 
ere far more difficult to suppress now 
than formerly, because of the wari, 
ness of the keepers. However, the 
police plainclothesmen keep. after 
those places day and night, and allow 
them no peace. 

SOCIAL EVIL QUESTION. 

The social evil question, as in the 
past, continues a most difficult prob- 
lem, but conditions in 1913 were bet- 
ter than in 1912. There are no open 
houses of prostitution in Los Ange- 
les. By thie I mean there are no 
places where anyone may enter with- 
out introduction or a recommendation 
from a known friend or booster. 
There are a few “street walkers,” but 
the police are continually watching 
the streets, and the women, once 
prosecuted, almost invariably leave 
the city. 

There are a few houses conducted 
in such a manner that it is almost 
impossible to obtain evidence suffi- 
cient to convict, but these places re- 
ceive constant attention, and this has 
a tendency to suppress any violations 
that may exist. From June 1, 1913, 
to January 22, 1914, the Metropoliten 
Squad made 308 arrests of women 
for vagrancy, and forty-seven arrests 
of disorderly houses. Convictions 
were obtained in the large majority 
of these cases.

LESSINGS OF THE RAIN. | 

California is thankful to be saturated 

with rain. In some places there have been 
smal] floods, but the damage occasioned has 
been incidental to the inestimable biees- 
ings. The crops are uninjured, although 19 
two places a few orange trees, planted close 
to riverbeds, have been washed out. It is 
the first time anything of the kind has ever 
happened and is noticed for that reason 
rather than because ef the damage donc. 
The orange crop, valued at close to $39,000,- 
000, is unimpaired. 
It is well known in Southern California 
that the most marked benefits from heavy 
rains come the second season after it falls. 
This is supposed to be due to a peculiar 
geological formation which allows the wa- 
ter to flow into the great underground ba- 
sins from which the moisture later ema- 
nates in profusion, so that less irrigation is 
required. The agriculturists have come to 
understand that for several seasons follow- 
ing drenching showers bumper crops are 
assured, and complaints are not made 
against the heaviest rains. 

The damage in Los Angeles and vicinity 
has been spectacular rather than severe. 
Those who have built houses in the river- 
beds, as many have done in the beautiful 
Arroyo Seco, have been flooded out. In 
some other places the lowlands have been 


venienced rather than damaged. 

The heaviest losses have been sustained 
by cities, counties and railroads, due to the 
washing out of culverts, bridges, highways 
and tracks. This, so it is estimated, will 
amount to approximately $1,000,000—which 
is trivial compared to the immense immed!. 
ate and future benefits from the rains. 

One of the greatest advantages of rain 
at this season is that it affords almost posl- 
tive insurance against frost or disagreeably 
chilly weather. Southern California has 
never known a long sustained cold spell, 
but now and then a few frosty blasts sneak 
by the Sierra barriers—but the rain is al- 
ways warm and puts Jack Frost to rout. 

Such heavy rains as we have experienced 
are rare, but not unknown. They come so 
many years apart that people forget and 
place themselves in jeopardy by moving 
into the dry beds or by building homes 
along the banks—when the very fact that 
igh water is not unknown to those locall- 
ties should serve as a warning that it would 
probably come again. 

But even this year Southern California 
has been fortunate to escape lightly when 
tremendous storms have raged up and down 
the coast from Alaska to Mexico, usually 
attended by heavy down-pouring of water 
and hurricane winds. Year after year, as 
new experiences with natural phenomena 
occur, there is more and more reason for 
the people of Southern California to be 
grateful—for the land is sheltered and is 
munificently blessed by sunshine, fertility 
and bounteous rains. 


HAT THE L.W.W. TEACHES. 

“Honest labor has no worse enemy 
in this country than the Industrial Workers 
of the World; indeed, no real American can 
or will stand for a movement that preaches 
the doctrine of ‘No God, No Master,’ and 
practices the unlawful policies which leave 
a trail of bloodshed and violence wherever 
the Industrial Wreckers go.” 

It was in these words that John Golden, 
the international president of the United 
Textile Workers of America, summarised 
the opinion of the great mass of the Amer- 
ican working people toward the LW.W. The 
knowledge that disaster and misery invaria- 
bly follow in the wake of every LW.W. 
disturbance is based upon facts that cannot 
be denied. So, even where the worker has 
not had the misfortune to come into per- 
sonal contact with these disciples of de- 
struction—has not had a chance to study 
their unprincipled methods at first hand— 
it is generally admitted that these so-called 
leaders of the wage earners are nothing 
more nor less than the most dangerous type 
of fakers. 

And how could they be otherwise, in view 
of the kind of doctrine they teach? With 
Idaho Haywood declaring himself an unde- 
sirable citizen; with Ettor and all the rest 
of the LW.W. paid agitators urging the 
workers to resort to the most lawless of 
methods; with the educated men in the 
movement frankly confessing that they have 
no desire to treat an employer just or 

t can expected of such an 
organization? Yet this is exactly what 
they say. 

It was Haywood who, in a speech at 
Cooper Union, New York City, declared: 

“Can you doubt that I despise law’ 1 
understand the class struggle. I am not a 
law-abiding citizen. More than that, | do 
not believe you here ought to be law-abid- 
ing citizens.” 

Take this statement for a starter—digest 
it carefully—then say if there is anything 
surprising in the advice which Ettor gave 
the striking hotel waiters in New York City 
only a year ago, as follows: 

“If you have to go back under unsatis- | 
factory conditions do so with your minds 
made up that it is the unsafest thing in the 
world for capitalists to eat food prepared 
by members of your union.” In other words, 
what Ettor meant was, “Poison your cap!- 
talist customers.” And that is only one 
of the infamous doctrines taught constantly 
by the LW.W. 

This command by Ettor was so startling 
that the newspaper reporters who were 
present could scarcely believe what they 
had heard and they asked Ettor to explain 
his words. 

“They certainly speak for themselves,” 
he answered. “It cannot be too plainiy 
stated that incitement to violence is one of 
the fixed policies of the I. W. W.“ 

Could anything be plainer? Could any- 
thing show more clearly the lawless char- 
acter of the LW. W. with its teaching of 
blood? Yet these vile doctrines are 
preached everywhere. Even in the emi- 
nently respectable New York Independent, 
in an article which ardently supported the 
Industrial Workers of the World, Andre Pri. 
don wrote: 

“The Industrial Workers of the Worid do 
not recognize the employers’ right to live 
any more than a physician recognises the 
right of typhoid bacilli to thrive at the ex- 
pense of a patient, the patiert merely keep 
ing alive.” 

Moreover, says Josiah Fenton in the Pat- 
erson Press, this open advocacy of violence 
is mot directed against the employers 
alone—just as frequently it is aimed at the

Paterson, for example, it will be a 
time before the workers forget the or- 
der that was given:

And similar advice is given (and similar- 
ly acted upon) wherever the LW. W. agitat- 
ors assume control of the labor situation. 
This vicious I. W. W. doctrine of violence, 
sabotage, anarchy and class hatred is to- 
day being taught from Maine to California 
and from Michigan to the Gulf of Mexico. | 
It is being taught through literature printed 
in almost every language that is spoken; 
it is being preached from every platform 
to which one of these blatant demagogues 
can attract an audience, and it is by these 
fallacious arguments and fake appeals that 
many a strike has been inaugurated in this 
country during the past few years. 

“It makes my blood boil to see so many 
hard-working men and women misied by 
these cowardly agitators,” said John Golden 
in an interview in the New York World, 
“The Haywoods and Ettors and Quinlans 
never take any risks themselves. Their 
policy is to say to the strikers, ‘Go out on 
the picket line; take your pregnant women 
and little children so that the police will 
not dare to disperse you.’ This was the 
advice they gave at Lawrence and other 
places, and then they would gather eagerly 
around the table to count the shekels, and 
even, as was amply proved from the rec- 
ords of the Needham House at Lawrence, 
which was the headquarters of the I. W. W.. 
to dine and wine till the early hours of the 
morning, when the poor, shivering dupes of 
strikers were just emerging from their 
homes with their pregnant women and lit: 
tle children to go out on the picket line. 
Those who had given the advice were just 
getting through their all-night carouse and 
tumbling into their warm hotel beds.” 

John Graham Brooks, who is by no means 
an unfriendly critic of the “one big union” 
(meaning the LW. W. as it sometimes calls 
itself) has no hesitancy in asserting that, 
in times of economic trouble, ‘he agitators 
resort to the most lawless tactics. 

“In several western towns,” he says, 1 
saw I. W. W. behavior of so galling a nature 
that no community known to me in the 
United States would have borne itself with 
dignity and law-abidingness, There is a 
line in Virgil which reads: 

“If I cannot bend the powers above, | 
will rouse hell.’ 

“The more bumptious of those raiding 
these towns had not even called upon ‘the 
powers above.“ They were very open in 
their declaration that to ‘raise hell’ was one 
of their heart's desires.” 

To know how far the Industrial Workers 
of the World are willing to go in pursuit 
of their purpose and with what “respect” 
they look upon everything which stands for 
authority it is necessary to go no further 
than the LW. W. publications. 

Turn to the Industrial Worker and you 
will see what an LW. W. devotee thinks of 
the American courts of law: 

“What is a jury? It is a dozen embryonic | 
murderers.

Powerful Electric Locomotive. 

[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] Two 
electric mine locomotives, capable of draw- 
ing 100 cars each, with a load of three tons 
to the car, now being used by a large 
American coal company, are the biggest of 
their kind in the world, and are the last 
word in this sort of mechanical construc- 
tion. 
A special feature is that each locomotive 
consists of two separate units which can 
be separated and used independently as fil- 
teen-ton locomotives. It has been found 
that the use of two units in tandem is of 
advantage in such large engines because 
the weight is distributed over eight wheels 
instead of four. This distribution also 
makes less wear on the rails than concen- 
tration of wheels would cause. The dou- 
bling in the number of wheels naturally 
gives the locomotive more tractive power. 

Another improvement is the use of bar 
steel in the framework construction Instead 
of the usual steel plates. By this means 
cleaning. oiling and repairing are made an 
easy matter because of the large open 
spaces between the bars and continuous 
ventilation is given. 

Alrbrakes are used, owing to the greater 
ease in handling so large an engine, but 
each unit is equipped with handbrakes, 
which can be operated from the operating 
stand of the leading unit. The handbrakes 
are controlled independently on both units 
when the two engines are disconnected. 
The controller for the tandem handles all 
four motors together. When the machine 
is used as two engines, the controller runs 
two motors, and the other two are managed 
by its own two-motor controller. 


Work of Sunlight. 

[Pittsburgh Disp&tch:] The of 
sunlight active in producing chlorophyll in 
plants proves to be ultra-violet rays. The 
evidence is claimed by Prof. J. Stoklasa of 
Prague. Peas, maize, oats and barley were 
sown in moist sand, which was kept in a 
perfectly dark room at a temperature of 68 
deg. Fahrenheit, and soon yielded a quan- 
tity of blanched and fragile shoots. Of each 
lot of these shoots one-third was left in the 
dark chamber, another portion was exposed 
to the sun’s light, and the third part was 
placed in the rays of a mercury-vapor lamp. 
The dark-room portion remained white, soon 
withered and died. The plants in the sun- 
shine gained some chlorophyll, though al- 
remaining more yellow than normally- 
grown specimens; but the third, in the ul- 
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yesterday that the aqueduct had sus- 
tained practically no damage during 
the storm. He said: : 

“There has been no damage to 
amount to anything on the aqueduct.

Martinez, also born in this city, and 
a daughter of another old Spanish 
family, which also possessed a great 
deal of land. Mrs. Laughlin died five 
years ago. Their two children, who 
are still living, are Mrs. Rosa Bor- 
land of No. 510 South Thomas street, 
and Miss Elmyra Laughlin, living at 
the family home, No. 138 South Ave- 
nue Twenty-one.

COVER BEACH. 


ANDS OF BIRDS. 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 27.——Sea- 
gulls driven ashore by the storm of 
the past few days have gone inland 
to a greater distance than has been 
known by fishermen for many years. 
The hungry birds flocked in the yards 
of the Santa Monica schools today} 
picking up the crumbs left ty the 
children. Many of the girls taking pity 
on the hapless fowls, fed them their 
own lunches. It was a curious sight 
and similar to the one often observed 
in Central Park, Los Angeles, where 
the doves are fed by tourists. 
Chief of Police Lingo requested the 
fishermen who patronize the municipal 
pier to be careful about catching the 
seagulis with their bait, for the hun- 
gry birds swooped down in thick 
flocks eager to grab the bits of clam 
or fish which are used to bait the 
hook. 
Many tourists who stood on the 
bluff watching the majestic swells 
which broke upon the beach hastened 
to near-by stores and purchased crack- 
ers and buns which they crumbed and 
threw upon the sand below. The 
strand was literally white with the 
gulls who struggled for a place at the 
impromptu feeding grounds. 
ROADS DAMAGED. 

The road between Santa Monica and 
Long Wharf was washed away in 
spots by the heavy rains, making it 
almost impossible to pass in a ma- 
chine.

It is the contention 
of the defense that Powers was actu- 
ated in the testimony he gave against 
the indicted general manager and 
three employees of the coal co ra- 
tion by the belief that he would get 
from $60,000 to $60,000 out of the 
government for his information. 

In the heat of argument, Stanley 
Moore, an attorney for the defense, 
offered to prove that W. H. Tidwell, 
apecial agent for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, promised Powers 25 per cent. 
of the results of a $60,000 civil suit, 
which he said the government intends 
to bring against the Western Fuel 
Company, if it succeeds in convicting 
the present defendants. 

Powers was finally called by the de- 
fense, and denied that he had told 

rry nan, gatekeeper for the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company, in the 
presence of Policeman John Galloway, 
that he expected to get about $60,000 
for the testimony he would give. 

Galloway followed and swore he had 
heard Powers make such a statement 
to Brannan. 

Fred Tietjen, employed by the com- 
pany which put in the scales at the 
Folsom-street dock, where incoming 
foreign coal was weighed, told of tests 
of the scales at the instance of the 
fuel company. Tietjen said the scale 
blade now is dull, which means that 
it would take from fifteen to twenty 
pounds to make the beam rise.
